Personally I huve al- 
ways tried te verify anything heard,and at present intend to continue 
this policy, I can see nothing out of order in trying to verify foreign 
stations just because there 18 a war going on. My idcu being that 1f 
there was objections from the posta], authorities,the State Dept or the 
censors that the request for verificationjor veric coming back to me) 
would mot pet through. However apparently some Dxers have differunt ideas. 
I just sort of think that I should or would like to know how the major- 
ity of DX fans feel about this subject. "Should we or should we not at- 
tempt to verify foreign statiuns during war time" Certainly I would not 
want fo do so if it would cause any possible harm to DX, nowever I can- 
not personally see how it could cause and harm,and certuinly it scoms 
better to try to verify what one hears as soon as possible rather than 
waiting till the end of the war to do so. ( Your WRC Baitor can see no 
harm in verifying forcign stations anytime. The few reports that are 
sent to any fercigh station doday will. not cause any hardships on the 
censors. If they do not want your report to go through,they will return 
it ta you in very short order. If it would amount to sending mmdreds 
ef reports,thon + might be inclinedeto say say de not verify, but we all 
know that no foreign station gets'over 3 or 4 reports for any sinpvle 
broadcast. In the years pest there were many hundreds of Dxers, but to- 
day it cen be safe to say that there isnt over 500 active Dkers right 
now and I will. go further and say that 500 is putting it very high. I 
base my facts on the amount of ruports the stations who Dxed for the 
WRC im the past 4 years, have recoived, and in that bunch thore were 
Some Very rare catches to be hed, yet the station reports receiving abt 
50 to 75 reports, and most of them reported less than 50 reports, so 
someone please show me where there are more thon 500 active Dxers. Now 
ag far as hurting the DE game, only the Active DxXers can do that, and 
cortainly a few Dxkers who report to forwign stations arnt going to harm 
our hobby, at least I cant sue how. And may I say hure that from oy ox-— 
perilunce, the Harm is caused by Dxers not reporting to stations who DX 
for thum, alse those who do report and because a Veric isnt forth coming 
in a littlu while sit down and write one of thosyw insulting lettors, de- 
Wanding a vorie, with the possibllity that thelr report isnt worth tho 
popor dite written ony And Lagthy thosc D&kcra who report,ask For a ver le 
and fall to include return postage. I dight s1so0 add that reports fron 
radio station putting on Dxes for the NC say very nice things sbout 
our members. It 15 very rare that an NHCer reports with out including 
roturn postage and they say that their reports are most interasting.
